Conditions continue to be fav-' 
orable to farming operations in 
all sections of the Everglades. 
No rain fell in the week of Octo- 
ber 11 to 18 at Moore Haven, 
Okeechobee, Belle Glade or 
Canal Point. Rain did fall in 
the Kissimmee river. watershed 
but not in quantity sufficient to 
e the level of Lake Okeecho- 
ee. 

Rains between the lake and 
the east coast caused a slight 

. rise in West Palm Beach canal 
in the current week but as the 
fall was light the rise was not 
hurtful. Winds have raised the 
level of the lake but the total 
amount of water in that reser- 
voir is less. 

Rainfall at Canal Point si 
January 1 amounted to 50.78 
inches up to October 18. The 
total of rainfall here since that 
date is less than one and a quar- 
ter inches, the showers of the 
current week being beneficial. 
As the amount of rainfall to 
October 22 is 51.96 inches, there 
is small liklihood that the aver- 
age annua] of 49 inches will be 
materially exceeded, for the 
equinoxal and hurricane 
sons have passed.
